THE Sixty-second Annual Conference of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints convened at 10 a.m on Sunday, April 3, 1892, in the 
Tabernacle, Salt Lake City, President Wilford Woodruff presiding. — 

On the stand were: Of the First Presidency, Wilford Woodruff, George 
Q. Cannon and Joseph F. Smith ; of the Council of the Twelve Apostles, 
Lorenzo Snow, Franklin D. Richards, Moses Thatcher, Francis M. Lyman, 
John Henry Smith, Heber J. Grant, John W. Taylor, Marriner W. Merrill, 
Anthon H. Lund and Abraham H. Cannon ; Patriarch, John Smith ; of 
the Presiding Council of Seventies, Seymour B. Young, C. D. Fjelsted, 
John Morgan, B. H. Roberts and George Reynolds; of the Presiding 
Bishopric, Wm.

wan the fixst . He said: At the request of President Woodruff, I 
rise to make a few remarks at the opening of our Conference. Not with- 
standing the inclemency of the weather, there is great cause for thanks- 
giving this morning on the part of the Latter-day Saints in having the 
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privilege of meeting at the opening of our sixty-second annual conference 
of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, and meeting together, 
too, under such favorable circumstances as now surround us, having a 
comfortable building in which to worship, where we can sit and listen in 
peace to the words of life and salvation that may be addressed unto us by 
the servants of God. 

In contemplating the past, there can be no end 3 in thin congregation 
from whose heart thanksgiving and praise cannot arise to God, our 
Eternal Father, for the goodness and mercy that He has shown unto us. 
We are néver without cause for thanksgiving ; for our God has been good, 
and kind, and merciful. He has not forgotten us. He has not turned His 
face away from us. He has not closed His ears to our petitions. Neither 
has He refused to answer the prayers that we have offered unto Him. The 
evidences of His mercy are around us, are within us. We have received 
them, and we rejoice in them this morning. And I feel, for one, to lift up 
my voice in the congregation of the Saints, in praise of our Eternal 
Father, our great Creator. I feel that we can come together this morning 
full of gratitude, full of humility, with broken hearts and contrite spirits, 
bringing them as a willing offering unto our God—a sacrifice that He will 
accept, it being the sacrifice that He requires at the hands of His Saints. 

When we contemplate the great changes that have occurred within the 
past few years, and see how wonderfully God has softened the hearts of 
the people, how He has turned aside the wrath of man, and given favor, to 
a goodly extent, to His people, we certainly ought to feel thankful to Him. 
I have j just returned from the east, where I have been for several weeks, and 
I never, in my experience among men, saw a kindlier feeling manifested 
towards this people than I have during this visit. The Lord has softened 
the hearts of the people of our nation and of the leaders thereof, and they 
feel kindly disposed to the Latter-day Saints. The misrepresentation, the 
falsehoods, the mists of darkness which have beclouded us and our reputa- 
tion, have, to a very great extent, been removed. And I have felt ex- 
ceedingly thankful to the Lord because there is no power but His that 
could have done this. Man’s power could not have accomplished such 
results. But God has all power, and He has poured out His Spirit and 
softened the hearts of the people, and taken away that animosity and re- 
moved many of those misconceptions that have existed in regard to us. 

The Lord has blessed His people in many directions. We have, of 
course, our difficulties to contend with. We have many things to over- 
come. We are still in the world; and being mortal and subject to the 
vicissitudes of human life, we must expect to have many things to con- 
tend with that will try us. But looking at our condition as a whole, at 
this entire people in all their abidings, I think it can be truthfully said 
that we are exceedingly favored of the Lord inean in temporal matters. 
I do not believe there can be found an equal number of people in one com- 
munity on this continent who are so well provided with food, with raiment, 
with shelter, and with the conveniences and comforts of life. It is true, 
we do not have a great excess of riches among us. On the other. hand, 
we do not have extreme poverty. We have the poor, but as a rule they | 
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are cared for. The cry of the poor and the oppressed, I hope and believe, 
does not ascend to the God of heaven against this people because of that 
which they suffer at our hands. On the contrary, I trust and believe that 
the prayers of the poor ascend in thanksgiving to God, imploring blessings 
upon their brethren and sisters for their kindness and benevolence. At 
least, if this is not the case it should be among us. The poor should be 
made to rejoice. They should be made to feel so glad that when they bow 
their knees before the Lord they will implore blessings upon their brethren 
and sisters for their goodness and kindness to them. 

The Gospel is being preached with exceeding diligence by the Elders 
who are now in the field. In some parts of Europe the Gospel is spread- 
ing, and the Elders feel greatly encouraged at the prospects before them. 
_ News from Turkey is to the effect that the Sublime Porte will grant unto 
our Elders privileges that are granted to other denominations. This is 
the latest intelligence that we have from there. The firman has probably 
not yet been issued, but it will be, and then our Elders will be free from 
many embarrassments which have surrounded them in the preaching of the 
Gospel throughout the Turkish empire. There is a field in those lands for 
the labor of a large number of Elders; and, no doubt, our attention will 
be drawn more and more to that quarter of the earth, because of the prom- 
ises that are connected with the lands under the dominion of the Turkish 
empire. The Latter-day Saints havé always entertained very great affec- 
tion for Palestine—the land that was promised to our father Abraham, 
and to his seed. Our interest has been excited in perusing the words of 
the Prophets of ancient days, and also in the words of God in these latter 
times, concerning the restoration of His ancient covenant people to the 
land of their fathers. For upwards of sixty years now, since this Church 
has been organized, the eyes of the people have been directed to that 
land, and to the Jews. Probably no people on the earth, not even the 
Jews themselves, take greater interest in the events that are taking place 
in that quarter of the earth than the Latter-day Saints do. It is, there- 
fore, a cause of rejoicing when we hear that there is a great prospect of 
our obtaining liberty to preach the word of God throughout those lands 
and to those various nationalities that are embraced in that empire. 

The Lord has blessed the labors of the Elders in Holland, also, and a 
good work is being done there. They write that doors are being opened, 
to a great extent, in the Netherlands. In Belgium the Elders are finding 
many converts, and are laboring successfully. Throughout the German 
empire there is an increased interest being taken in the Gospel. The day 
will yet come when there will be freedom throughout that empire, and 
when there will be thousands and thousands gathered from that nation. 
In Northern Sweden many effectual doors are opening, and there is also a 
call for more missionaries from Norway. On the Pacific Islands the 
Elders have been very successful also. At Samoa the Elders are laboring 
diligently. It is a hard mission; but they are young men and full of 
vigor, full of zeal, full of faith, and they rejoice exceedingly in their labors, 
because’ they have abundant fruits as the reward thereof. Some of our 
brethren’ * gone to the Friendly Islands to Tonga, and they have 
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learned the language of that group, which is a kindred language to that 
of the Samoan Islands, the Hawaiian Islands, New Zealand, and the 
Society Islands. The Polynesian language is divided into dialects, it may 
be said, and when a man is familiar with the dialect spoken on one of 
those groups he does not have much difficulty in learning the dialects of 
the adjacent groups throughout Polynesia. Two of our Elders have gone 
down to the Society Islands, and are about to commence or have com- 
menced their labors on that group. You doubtless remember that in 
former days a great many members of the Church were on that group of 
islands, but through various circumstances they have been. left, to a great 
extent, to themselves. It has been felt, however, by the Elders on the 
Navigator group that some effort should be made to re-establish the work 
on the Society Islands. In New Zealand the Elders are laboring with 
diligence and success. The Book of Mormon has been translated into that 
language and is being circulated and read by the natives. 

Throughout the United States our Elders are laboring with all the zeal 
and diligence that we could ask for. In the Northern States this winter 
has been severe, and there have not been many baptisms. While I was 
east I met Elder C. W. Stayner, who told me that as soon as spring opened 
he expected there would be a great many additions to the Church. There 
was an increase of interest among the people. In many places they 
listened as they had not done for years to the preaching of the Elders. In 
the Southern States Mission the Elders inform us that they are making 
efforts to get doors opened in the cities, and they are encouraged by the 
prospects before them. In the Indian Territory our brethren have com- 
menced to build a chapel. So that, so far as our own land is concerned, 
there is much to be thankful for, and many souls are being gathered out. 
The work of the Lord is also growing among the Lamanites, especially in 
Southern Arizona, under the ministrations of the presidency of the Mari- 
copa Stake of Zion. We are trying to do our duty to this nation—to lay 
before the people the message of salvation which God has given unto us.

NEWCASTLE CONFERENCE. 


Minutes of Newcastle Conference, held at the Temperance Lodge Room, 
24 Tennant Street, Stockton-on-Tees, on Sunday, April 17. There were 
present: Apostle Brigham Young, President of the European Mission ; 
Alfred Solomon, President of, and John Trimble, Richard Sedgwick, 
J. J. G. Webster, Aaron Jackson, N. J. Hansen, L. H. Crittenden, Andrew 
Beckstead, C. F. Longson and W. W. Williams, Traveling Elders in the 
Newoastle Conference. 

10am. Singing. Prayer by Elder Trimble. Singing. 

President Solomon expressed his pleasure at meeting with the Saints 
in conference, and in realizing the increase of love and union among 
them, notwithstanding the financial hardships they were undergoing. 
Their unity was the result of the operations of the Spirit of God among 
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them, and the speaker trusted that they would continue in diligence that 
the blessings of the Lord may ever abide with them. 

Elder Beckstead said that, as believers in the Gospel of Christ, it was 
the duty of the Saints to cherish and cultivate that spirit which was 
manifested by the Divine Master in doing His Father's will. If they 
strove to do this, He would sustain them. 

Elder Jackson said the same Spirit which brought love and union 
among the Saints enabled the servants of the Lord to bear the glad 
message of salvation, and to rejoice in their labor, notwithstanding the 
trials they were called to pass through. The Latter-day Saints were en- 
_ gaged in the work, to which they had been called by the Lord, of inviting 
the children of men to turn from sinfulness, and secure through obedi- 
ence to the Gospel a life of supreme bliss. 

Elder Williams remarked that this was the first time for twenty-six 
years that he had had an opportunity of meeting in conference with the 

Saints in his native land. He had gathered with the body of the Church, 
and had found joy and satisfaction in his associations with the Saints. 
He was again in the land of his birth, having left his home and family in 
the land of Zion, and was desirous of proclaiming to his countrymen the 
glad tidings which he had received. The message which he bore as an 
Elder of Israel he knew to be the Gospel of the Lord Jesus, which would 
bring salvation to those who obey it. 

President: Young spoke of the indifference shown by the world to the 
teachings of the Elders. He had known people who, when they heard an 
Elder teaching the Gospel as preached by the Lord and His Apostles, 
would hurry on, remarking, “He is a Mormon.” What is there in the 
teachings of the Savior that causes these professing Christians to turn 
away in disgust? Is it that His teachings are not godlike in their 
nature? No; for they are pure and elevating. The Lord has said He 
will have a tried people, and the mass of mankind do not show themselves 
worthy to be entrusted with His business ; they pretend to hold sacred 
the Bible, but denounce the people who comply with its instructions. The 
Saints are persecuted for endeavoring to walk in the narrow way which 
Jesus pointed out. The speaker exhorted those present to seek in faith 
and prayer to the Lord that they may be entitled to a place in His 
kingdom:

Elder Hansen spoke of the necessity of the Saints learning the order of 
government in the Church of Christ, that they may be qualified to carry 
on His work. 

Elder Sedgwick referred to the priestcraft and prejudice by which the 
world was bound, so that the people were blinded to their own interest in 
the Gospel. He hoped to be able to bring to a few of the honest in heart 
a knowledge of the true condition of things, and in so doing he would feel 
that his labor was not in vain. | 
The conference report was then read, showing: Houses visited, 8,211 ; 
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tracts delivered, 13,975; Gospel conversations, 630; books sold and loaned, 
202; Sabbath meetings held, 360; cottage meetings, 153; e reg as. 
childven-blessed, 7; ordained: Priests,3; Deacons, 2. 

Elder Trimble said that in his travels he had met many joseph otis 
irre him kindly. He was thankful that he had had the Stee of 
preaching the Gospel and administering in its ordinances. __

President Young said there were many people who would suffer perse- 
cution from mere obstinacy, but a Saint maintains the right and rather 
than turn to wrong will suffer persecution. He does so, not with a feeling 
of revenge toward his enemies, but with a divine pity for their perverse- 
ness. His love is so broad that it includes even those who hate him and 
despitefully use him. The speaker exhorted the Sainte to follow 18

Elder Orittenden said that efforts in the missionary field did n not seem

Elder Longson exhorted the people to set their 8 on the things of

President Young said that as Noah indicated to the people ae way to 
salvation and warned them that if they did not avail themselves of it they 
would be destroyed, so do the Elders of Israel in this age point out the 
Gospel plan and warn those who do not receive it of the judgments that 
are coming on earth. The wise will heed these teachings and escape the 
visitation of wrath, while those who are wicked and perverse will suffer 
the consequences. He exhorted the people to receive those ordinances 
which are necessary for their nnen and preparation for the eee 
of heaven.

THE APRIL CONFERENCE. 


Tux General of the Church are times of 
and encouragement for the Latter-day Saints; and as each successive oc- 
casion of this nature comes round, the increased attendance suggests the 
steady progress that is being made by the work of God in this dispensa- 
tion. The great Tabernacle in Salt Lake City no longer provides. suffi- 
cient accommodation for the Saints who, being within easy traveling dis- 
tance of the city, unite at these semi-annual gatherings, and for some 
years past it has been necessary at the Sunday afternoon session to hold 
an overflow meeting in the Assembly Hall. At the recent conference, 
however, the attendance was so numerous that two such meetings had to 
be held, one on Sunday, April 3, and the other on Tuesday, April 5. 

The unprecedently large assemblage at the sixty-second annual con- 

ference of the Church was due in part to the desire of the Saints to par- 
ticipate in the ceremonies connected with laying the capstone of the 
Temple, the event being of such a grand and memorable character as to 
more than ordinarily arouse the religious fervor and enthusiasm of the 
people, and mark it as one of the most notable occasions in the history of 
the Church. 
_ The instructions given by the authorities at the pa Ne 10 of the 
gravest importance to the Saints, and should receive thoughtful and care- 
ful consideration. They were inspired by the Spirit of God, and were ac- 
companied by His power. The precious truths of the Gospel were laid 
before the people in plainness, and the necessity of close conformity to the 
letter and spirit of the divine law was portrayed with great force and 
clearness. 

One of the leading topics dwelt upon was the need for greater unity 
among the Saints. This feature was brought out prominently because of 
the tendency of some to permit their zeal in political matters to override 
their better judgment and infringe upon their duty to God and their 
fellow men. The dangers of partizanship, wranglings, and disputations 
among brethren were pointed out, and the necessity for perfect fraternity 
and love, as the means of securing and retaining divine wee was strongly 


impressed upon the Saints. 
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The attention of the people was also called to the principle of seeking 
for divine guidance in all things, and of observing the counsel of the Lord 
through His servants in their respective callings. The matter of educating 
and training the youth in a knowledge of the principles of salvation, and 
the reapensibility of carrying the Gospel de e n, en also con- 
sidered,: 

large charged interest was taken 
was that of temples, their object and uses. In this connection the fourth 
and closing day presented a deeply impressive scene. At the morning meet- 
ing in the Tabernacle, the spacious building was closely packed with people. 
The Priesthood was arranged in order, Seventies, High Priests, Elders, 
Priests, Teachers and Deacons being in their respective divisions ; as the 
time for the ceremonies at the Temple approached, the thousands com- 
posing this body formed in procession, headed by the First Presidency, 
Apostles, Patriarchs, Presidents of Seventies, Presidents of Stakes and 
their counselors, and High Councilors, and moved i in perfect order to the 
place appointed on the Temple grounds. 

Before the services, the streets leading to the Temple Block were lined 
with people, and at the commencing hour forty thousand persons were 
gathered within the enclosure, while fully ten thousand more, unable to 
gain admission, occupied the tops of adjoining houses and places from 
which a view could be obtained. The assemblage was the largest that 
has ever congregated in Utah, and for impressiveness and enthusiasm the 
have never been excelled in the history of the Saints. | 

After the opening anthem, President George Q. Cannon made a few 
preliminary remarks, and prayer was offered by President Joseph F. Smith. 
Just as the hour of noon was reached, President Wilford Woodruff stepped 
to the front of the platform, in full view of the assembled multitude, in 
whose midst a solemn stillness reigned. A thrill went through the hearts 


of the people as he spoke:

President Woodruff then pressed an electric button, and the Temple cap- 
stone moved securely into its position. The scene that followed is beyond

Each shout was ecuasnnied by the waving of handkerehiels, except 
A i names of God and the Lamb were uttered. The eyes of thou- 
sands were moistened with tears in the fulness of their joy. The ground 
seemed to tremble with the volume of sound which sent forth its echoes to 
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the surrounding hills. A grander or more imposing spectacle than this 
ceremony of laying the Temple capstone is not recorded in history. The 
hosannas had scarce ceased when the vast congregation burst forth in the 
glorious inspirational hymn, “The Spirit of God like a fire is burning“ 

Before adjournment, a resolution was unanimously adopted ‘that the 
Temple should be completed in time for dedication on April 6, 1893. 

The General Conference of April, 1892, will have a place in the histéry 
of the Saints as a time of special rejoicing and blessing. The many thou- 
sands who were debarred by circumstances from attending the conference 
are one in their aims and devotion with their brethren and sisters who 
had the privilege of being present at the meetings. The Holy Spirit bears 
witness to them of the onward march of Jehovah’s marvelous work, and 
sounds the note of warning to every Saint to prepare for the great events 


which the Almighty has decreed to come to pass in the near future.

THE TEMPLE OF SOLOMON. 

Wass King Solomon was advanced to the throne of Israel, he found him- 
self in possession of a vast amount of money, treasured up by his royal 
father for the purpose of building a temple. David had also purchased 
a suitable site on Mount Moriah, and had completed most of the plans 
for the building. This was done by the approval of God, through the 
Prophet Nathan (2 Sam. vii: 1—17). Solomon could therefore commence 
the great work without delay. 

The first step he took was to form an 3 with Hiram, the king of 
Tyre, in order to have access to Lebanon, with its splendid forests of 
majestic cedars. Hiram blessed God for the opportunity of having the 
famous king 6f Jerusalem for his friend, and the work of cutting timber 
was at once begun. Thirty thousand men were summoned of Israel and 
sent into the mountains. Here they were joined by Hiram’s men. The 
great cedar trees were felled and floated along the coast, probably to Jaffa, 
and from there transported to Jerusalem. For the timber Solomon paid 
Hiram a yearly tribute of 20,000 measures of wheat and twenty measures 
of pure oil. Besides these workmen, four score thousand stone cutters 
and three score and ten thousand were employed that carried burdens, 


over which were three thousand three hundred overseers. It is probable 


that this great force did not work simultaneously, but in rotation, giving 
‘them opportunity to look to their own business as well as to work on the 
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In the fourth year of his ascension to the throne, the king laid the 
foundation, and the building was completed in seven years. 

The Temple of Solomon was built in the main according to the plan of 
the Tabernacle ; but it was much larger and more elaborately decorated. 
The whole length of it was 105 feet, the breadth 35, and the height 52 feet. 
Before the entrance was a porch which towered over the main building to 
the magnificent height of 210 feet. The main building was on three sides 
surrounded by rows of-chambers, each nearly nine feet square, designated 
for various purposes connected with the Temple service, which, however, 
the historian has not deemed it necessary to describe. These side cham- 
bers reached up to about half the height of the walls of the main building, 
leaving room for the windows above. | 

The walls of this Temple were built of hewn stones. It was, like the 
Tabernacle, divided into two apartments. The walls inside were lined 
with cedar wood, carved with floral designs. | 

The Holy of Holies, also called the Oracles, was a room 35 feet by 35, 
and the same height. As the Temple itself was 52 feet high, this left a 
second story above the Holy of Holies, in which Michaelis thinks the 
Tabernacle and other relics were stowed away. The interior of this most 
sacred place was entirely covered with gold. A particular ornament con- 
sisted of two cherubim made of olive wood, each 173 feet high, and over- 
laid with pure gold. These figures were so placed that their outstretched 
“wings” were spread from wall to wall. Between these two magnificent 
figures the ark was placed on the day of dedication. The veil closing the 
entrance to this holy place was similar to the one in the Tabernacle. __ 

The ante-room was also most magnificently decorated with carved floral 
designs and gold, and furnished with an altar, a table and ten candle- 
sticks, all of gold. Folding doors closed the entrance to this apartment. 
In the portico two pillars were erected, each 70 feet high. These are 
minutely described in 1 Kings vii: 13—22 and 2 Chron. iii: 15—17. They 
were cast of brass and named, one Jachin and the other Boaz, meaning 
respectively, “He will establish,” and “In Him is strength.” It seems 
that from the tops of these pillars chains of curious workmanship were 
drawn into the interior of the Temple, there connecting with similar 
chains around the walls. The object of this arrangement is not stated, 
but it is possible that through these chains, which went behind the veil, 
some effects of the glory of the Lord resting on the mercy séat were mani- 
fested to the people on the outside. Paul certainly alludes to these chains 
when he speaks about the hope of the Christians in the following words: 
Which hope we have as an anchor (or chain) of the soul, both sure and 
' steadfast, and which entereth into that within the veil ” (Heb. vi: 100). 

The Tabernacle had only one enclosure, while the Temple had three. 
The inner court corresponded to that of the Tabernacle. Here was placed 
a large baptismal font of brass, more than five yards in diameter, and 
holding at least 500 barrels of water. It stood raised upon the figures of 
twelve oxen. There were also ten smaller fonts, resting on wheels, so as 
to be easily moved from one place to another. These were cast by an 
artist named Hiram of Tyre, in the plain of Jordan. To the altar belonged 
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numerous implementa, as basins, to receive the blood of the sacrifices, pots 
for boiling the meat, shovels, etc. ener a 

Besides the main building itself and the inner court, there were numer- 
ous enclosures and apartments for various purposes. In reading the 
Scriptures it should be borne in mind that the name “Temple” is some- 
times applied to the whole edifice, and acts are said to have taken place in 
the Temple which really transpired in an outer court or building, and not 
within the walls of the house. According to Josephus, the whole sacred 
precinct covered a square of four stadia, or half a mile in circuit. To ob- 
tain this space, the architect had to raise a terrace from the valley beneath 
more than 700 feet in height. _ ; : 

The work was now completed, and the day of dedication had come. The 
Elders in Israel and all the prominent men were summoned to Jerusalem. 
A solemn procession was formed, and the ark, the holy vessels, and the 
Tabernacle itself were conveyed to Jerusalem. The ark was deposited in 
its place between the cherubim in the most holy place. The staves of the 
ark were partly drawn out of the golden rings, and there left, with their 
ends protruding from under the wings of the cherubim. There was 
nothing in the ark except the two tables of stone on which the law was 

engraved. | 

As soon as the ark had been deposited in its place, the cloud filled the 
room, and the officiating priests withdrew. The king then delivered the 
following address (1 Kings viii: 15—21). | 

And he said, Blessed be the Lord God of Israel, which spake with His 
mouth unto David my father, and hath with His hand fulfilled it, saying, 
Since the day that I brought forth my people Israel out of Egypt, I chose no 
city out of all the tribes of Israel to build a house, that my name might be 
therein ; but I chose David to be over my people Israel. And it was in 
the heart of David my father to build a house for the name of the Lord 
God of Israel. And the Lord said unto David my father, Whereas it was 
in thine heart to build an house unto my name, thou didst well that it was 
in thy heart. Nevertheless, thou shalt not build the house; but thy son 
that shall come forth out of thy loins, he shall build the house unto my 
name. And the Lord hath ormed His word that He spake, and I am 
risen up in the room of David my father, and sit on the throne of *

Then he arose and blessed the congregation. A sacrifice followed, con- 
sisting of twenty-two thousand oxen, and a hundred and twenty thousand 
sheep. For seven days the dedication lasted. On the eighth day the 
king dismissed the people, and they went home rejoicing over “all the 
goodness the Lord had done for David, His servant, and for Israel, His 
people.”
